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1. MARVIN KALB - CBS EVENING RADIO, JULY 4: WHEN THE 
PRESIDENT RETURNED FROM MOSCOW LAST NIGHT HE STRUCK A 
BUOYANTLY OPTIMISTIC LINE ON HIS STRATEGIC ARMS NEGOTIA- 
TIONS WITH THE RUSSIANS. "WHILE WE HAVE NOT REACHED A 
FINAL ACCORD, HE SAID, THE SUMMIT HAS BROUGHT SUCH AN 
ACCORD", IN HIS WORDS" SIGNIFICANTLY CLOSER." KISSINGER 

HAS BROUGHT A MARKEDLY DIFFERENT LINE TO WESTERN EUROPE - 
MORE SOMBER, CAUTIOUS PERHAPS, MORE REALISTIC. HE EXPECTS 
NO STRATEGIC ARMS AGREEMENT IN THE FORESEEABLE FUTURE. HE 
BELIEVES THE RUSSIANS FEEL NO SENSE OF URGENCY. HE 
RECOGNIZES ACUTE BUREAUCRATIC PROBLEMS IN WASHINGTON AS 
WELL AS MOSCOW AND HE IS COMPLETELY UNROMANTIC ABOUT 
PROSPECTS FOR A DEAL. AFTER BRIEFING THE NATO COUNCIL IN 
BRUSSELS THIS MORNING THE SECRETARY COULD MUSTER ONLY THE 
SMALLEST DEGREE OF ENTHUSIASM ABOUT STRATEGIC ARMS TELLING 
EPORTERS IN VERY CAREFUL TERMS THAT IF THERE IS A 
WILLINGNESS ON BOTH SIDES TO TAKE A NEW LOOK AT THE 
PROBLEM THEN THERE MIGHT BE A NEW APPROACH. 
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2. RICHARD VALERI ANI - NBC EVENING TV: LESS THAN 
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TWENTY-FOUR HOURS AFTER LEAVING MOSCOW KISSINGER WA IN 
NATO HEADQUARTERS IN BRUSSELS TO REPORT TO AMERICA’S 
EUROPEAN ALLIES ON THE SUMMIT. THIS WAS IN KEEPING WITH 

THE PROVISIONS ON CLOSER CONSULTATION IN THE NATO 
DECLARATION WHICH PRESIDENT NIXON SIGNED JUST BEFORE GOING 
TO THE SOVIET UNION. SPEAKING TO THE NATO COUNCIL AND TO 
A NEWS CONFERENCE AFTERWARDS BECAUSE OF THE THOROUGHNESS 
OF THE NIXON BREZHNEV TALKS IN MOSCOW HE WAS FAIRLY 
OPTIMISTIC ABOUT THE NEXT ROUND OF ARMS CONTROL NEGOTIA- 
TIONS WITH THE RUSSIANS. 

THE SECRETARY-”WE BELIEVE THAT THE DISCUSSIONS THAT 
ACTUALLY TOOK PLACE ON THE NATURE OF THE STRATEGIC PROBLEM 
WERE AS THE COMMUNIQUE SAID. DEEP AND I BELIEVE SEARCHING. 

I BF.LTF.VE THAT AS A RESULT THE PERCEPTION OF BOTH SIDES 
OF THE NATURE OF THE PROBLEM HAS GREATLY IMPROVED AND 
THEREFORE WE BELIEVE THAT IF THERE IS A WILLINGNESS TO 
TAKE A NEW LOOK AT THIS IN THE LIGHT OF THE DISCUSSIONS 
THAT HAVE TAKEN PLACE THAT A NEW APPROACH CAN BE DEVELOPED

VALERIANI: KISSINGER THEN FLEW TO PARIS FOR TALKS WITH

ABOUT THE ARMS TALKS MERELY TO CLAIM SOMETHING MORE

LINE REPORT: GUESS WHO IS IN GERMANY TO TAKE A FEW DAYS 
OFF AND WATCH THE SOCCER MATCHES? WHY A SENIOR AMERICAN 
OFFICIAL, THAT IS WHO. YOU REMEMBER HIM OF COURSE, HE 
IS THE ANNONYMOUS FELLOW WHO OFTEN SHOWS UP IN VARIOUS 
PARTS OF THE WORLD WHERE HENRY KISSINGER HAPPENS TO BE 
VISITING. NO ONE KNOWS HIS NAME BUT WE DO KNOW SEVERAL 
THINGS FOR SURE. HE APPARENTLY HAS WIDE CONTACTS THROUGH- 
OUT THE AMERICAN PRESS ESTABLISHMENT BECAUSE WHEN HE CALLS 
A NEWS CONFERENCE ALL OF THE IMPORTANT REPORTERS SHOW UP, 
AND ONE THING IS ABSOLUTELY CERTAIN, SENIOR AMERICAN 
OFFICIAL KNOWS A LOT ABOUT U.S. FOREIGN POLICY. IT COMES 
AS NO SURPRISE THEN THAT SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL IS IN 
GERMANY THIS WEEK SINCE KISSINGER IS ALSO THERE. KISSINGER 
ISN’T TALKING WHILE HE IS IN GERMANY, HE IS TAKING A FEW 
DAYS REST, BUT SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL IS TALKING. IN 
FACT SENIOR HAD A LONG CONVERSATION YESTERDAY WITH MURRAY 
MARDER OF THE WASHINGTON POST. ACCORDING TO MARDER'S 
STORY, SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL GAVE AN ASSESSMENT OF THE 
MOSCOW SUMMIT DEVELOPMENTS JUST A FEW HOURS AFTER 
KISSINGER AND HIS PARTY FLEW INTO DUSSELDORF FROM MOSCOW. 

IN HIS DUSSELDORF INTERVIEW, SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL TOLD 
MARDER AND WE QUOTE "IT IS NO MEAN ACCOMPLISHMENT TO HOLD 
THE COURSE OF DETENTE UNDER THE CONDITIONS THAT EXIST IN 
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THE U.S.” WHAT SENIOR WAS TALKING ABOUT OF COURSE WAS 
PRESIDENT NIXON AND HE WAS ALSO TALKING ABOUT THE WATER- 
GATE SCANDAL, THE THREAT OF IMPEACHMENT AND THE EFFECT OF 
ALL THAT ON THE NEGOTIATIONS. AS MARDER WROTE IT, THIS 
THREAT WAS INEXTRICABLY IMPLIED IN THE NEGOTIATING 
STRATEGY ON BOTH SIDES ALTHOUGH BOTH WOULD DENY IT. NO 
AMERICAN PRESIDENT HAS EVER ENGAGED IN HIGH STAKES 
INTERNATIONAL DIPLOMACY UNDER SUCH A CLOUD. IT WAS QUITE 
AN INTERVIEW AND JUST ANOTHER INDICATION OF HOW FAR HE 
HAS COME SINCE HE JOINED THE ADMINISTRATION, SENIOR 
AMERICAN OFFICIAL WE MEAN. IN THE EARLY DAYS SENIOR 
AMERICAN OFFICIAL S MAIN RESPONSIBILITY WAS TO BRIEF NEWS- 
MEN ON PRESIDENTIAL FOREIGN POLICY SPEECHES. HENRY 
KISSINGER HANDLED THAT LATER ON, BUT IN THE EARLY DAYS 
WHITE HOUSE IMAGE MAKERS WERE ASHAMED OF KISSINGER'S 
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GERMAN ACCENT, THEY THOUGHT IT WOULD REMIND EVERYOND OF 
DR. STRANGELOVE. SO THE JOB OF BRIEFING THE PRESS ON 
FOREIGN POLICY FELL TO SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL. THOSE 
DAYS HE USUALLY WENT BY THE NAME SENIOR WHITE HOUSE 
OFFICIAL. IT WAS NOT UNTIL KISSINGER CAME OUT OF THE 
CLOSET THAT SENIOR ADDED THE WORD AMERICAN TO HIS TITLE. 

AS KISSINGER BEGAN TO TRAVEL, IT WAS ONLY NATURAL THAT 

SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL WOULD GO ALONG, SINCE HE HAD 
ACQUIRED SO MANY FRIENDS IN THE PRESS DURING HIS WHITE 
HOUSE BRIEFING JOB. SINCE THEN HIS LIFE HAS BEEN A 
VERITABLE WHIRL WIND, VIETNAM, PARIS, PEKING, MOSCOW, THE 
ME, MOSCOW AGAIN AND NOW DUSSELDORF. IT HAS BEEN AN 
EXCITING TIME FOR SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL AND SOME SAY 
HE HAS BECOME QUITE A SWINGER IN-BETWEEN PRESS BRIEFINGS. 

HE HAS MADE A FRIEND OR TWO ALONG THE WAY - GUYS LIKE 
"NOT FOR ATTRIBUTION" AND "DEEP BACKGROUND"; BUT IT HASN'T 
BEEN EASY AND SENIOR HAS COLLECTED A FEW ENEMIES TOO, 

"THE FORMIDABLE PENTAGON SOURCE" FOR ONE; "PENTAGON SOURCE" 
NEVER DID LIKE SENIOR. THEY FELL OUT EARLY ON WHEN SENIOR 
TRIED TO BLAME A LOT OF THE VIETNAM DIRTY STUFF ON THEN 
SECRETARY OF DEFENSE LAIRD. LATELY "PENTAGON SOURCE" HAS 
BEEN FURIOUS BECAUSE KISSINGER AND SENIOR OFFICIAL HAVE 
JOINED "NOT FOR ATTRIBUTION" IN INFERRING THAT THE 
MILITARY'S LACK OF RESTRAINT HAD SOMETHING TO DO WITH THE 
FAILURE TO GET AN ARMS AGREEMENT IN MOSCOW. IN VIEW OF 
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ALL THIS TENSION WE DO NOT BLAME SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL 
FOR TAKING A FEW DAYS REST IN GERMANY, ALL OF THESE 
FELLOWS COULD USE A VACATION. HOPEFULLY THEY WILL BE 
ABLE TO FIND A NICE QUIET SPOT WHERE NO ONE WILL RECOGNIZE 
THEM AND WHERE THEY CAN GET SOME REAL RELAXATION.

COLSON ON NBC-TV-TODAY SHOW. THE ENTIRE CONVERSATION 
CONCERNED CIA INVOLVEMENT IN THE WATERGATE BREAK-IN WITH 
COLSON STATING THAT HIS VIEWS WERE CORROBORATED BY 
THE BAKER REPORT - NO MENTION OF KISSINGER. SISCO 
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
